yames R. Hoffa, president of 
the International Teamsters 
Union, told the Senate Labor 
Rackets Committee today that 
$5000 he received from the un- 
jon for “organizational pur- 
poses” was listed by him in his 
federal tax return as personal 
income and he paid tax on the 
money. 

Hoffa, recalled as a witness, 
Said he received the sum from 
Harold J. Gibbons of St. Louis, 
in 1953 when Gibbons was sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Central 
Conference of Teamsters. He 
said he spent the money for 
organizational purposes he did 
not identify. 


Political Contributions. 

The questioning was. enliv- 
ened by references to politi- 
cal contributions. Hoffa ad- 
mitted that the Teamsters con- 
tributed $11,000 this year to 
the successful primary cam- 
paign of Wayne county (Mich.) 
Prosecuting Attorney Samuel 
Olsen, Democrat. The witness 
voiced the position—‘“We re- 
ward our friends.” 

Records were identiifed show- 
ing payment of about $1200 
by Joseph Schneider, a Detroit 
public relations ~ man paid 
$22.669 for services in 1952 and 
1953, to Recorders Judge Jo- 
seph Gillis of Detroit. Ques- 
tioning developed that the 
money was paid Judge Gillis 
at the rate of $100 a week and 
Hoffa said it was “probably” 
in connection with a television 
program on the trucking indus- 
‘try, sponsored by the union. 

T witness 


he ; offered. . 
opinion that, “If a judge did 
some television work on his 
own time and did not incur any 
obligations, he had a right to 
make some money.” It was 
pointed out that Judge Gillis 
presided over criminal cases 
involving Teamsters officials. 

Hoffa replied to that sharp- 
ly, declaring that Judge Gillis 
“Put four of them in jail and 
four others were declared in- 
nocent by a jury. ‘Questioning 
then returned to the ‘organiza- 
tional money’” Hoffa received. 

Had No Receipts. 

He stated that he listed the 
$5000 as a personal income_gn 
his 1953 federal income tax re- 
turn, and paid taxes on it 
because he had no receipts to 
account for how he spent the 
fmoney. His accountant, H. L. 
‘Grosberg, told him that, in the 
absence of proof that the $5000 
actually was spent for legiti- 

ate union purposes, he had 

tter report it as income and 
‘pay taxes on it. 

Hoffa’s explanation of the 
disposition of the fund had so 
many ramifications that. the 
‘three Senators present for the 
hearing were obvious skep- 
tical. 

Carmine Bellino, certified 
public accountant and the cém- 
mittee's principal investigator 
of financial matters involving 
Hoffa, observed that the mat- 
ter was easily explained. 

“The way this was handled, 
I would say Hoffa took the 
money ahd that was why he 
paid income tax,” Bellino 
stated under oath. “This would 
be an admission on his part 
that he used the money. He 
could have explained the ex- 
penditure to the accountant 
even without receipts.”

VANGUARD FAILS 
SECOND BEFORE 
{TS LAUNCHING 


CAPE’ CANAVERAL, Fia., 
Sept. 16 (AP)—The engine of 
4 Vanguard satellite rocket 
roared Mmto action today but 
then was cut off a split second 
before launching. 


The Navy announced 10 min- 
utes later than the launching 
had been postponed because of 
technical difficulties. 

Just as the crucial prelimi- 
nary countdown reached the 
zero mark, a flash of red flame 
and smoke was seen. The bul- 
let-shaped 72-foot. rocket re- 
mained poised on its launching 
pad. 

In Washington the Navy said 
the rocket’s first stage ignition 
“was automatically shut down,” 
leaving the inference that: the 
cut-off was not intentional. 
“The cause of the malfunction 
is not yet determined,” the 
Pentagon added. 

The rocket carried a 20-inch, 
21%-pound satellite which 
housed instruments to study 
weather phenomena.

1 BODIES TAKEN 
FROM TRAIN THAT 


PLUNGED IN BAY 


Two of Three Coaches 
Removed From Wa- 
ter—Estimated Dead 
Still Placed at 40. 


ELIZABETH, N. J., Sept. 16 
(AP) — Divers and barge crew- 
men struggled under difficult 
conditions today at the task of 
recovering dead from a com- 
muter train that plunged from 


an open drawbridge into New- 


ark bay yesterday, 


One Jersey Central railroad 
coach hauled from the murky_ 
depths early today contained 13

bodies, making a total of 21 re- 
covered thus far: The railroad 
estimated that some 40 persons 
perished. Thirty-five train‘ pas 
sengers were injured. 


It was thought that swirling 
waters of the bay may have 
carried some bodies to distant 
points, In such case, recovery 
might not be for days or weeks 
—Oor ever, 


The second coach was pulled 
out shortly before noon and 
observers at the scene said 
one body could be seen 
through a window. It was not 
known immediately whether 
others were inside. 

This coach had been report- 
ed as a “defidhead” on the 
train, that is, running empty. 
However, the railroad said a 
trainman or others may have 
gone into it. 

Third Coach Still in Water. 

Still at the. bottom of the 
bay was a third coach. It was 
one which remained for a time 
leaning upright against the 


-bridge, partly out of the wa- 


ter, enabling a number of pas- 
sengers to scramble to safety. 

Railroad officers were puz- 
zlied that no more bodies had 
been found because most of 
the victims were believed to 
have been riding in the car 
brought up just after mid- 
night. 

However, the railroad said it 
was staying with its estimate 
that another 20 persons had 
lost their lives. This estimate 
was predicated primarily on 
calls from persons who said 
relatives were missing and 
might have been on the train. 

A giant floating crane was 
being used to try to bring up 
the remaining coach, but crew-

They agreed to meet again 
Thursday in the Mysliwiecki 
palace, a hunting lodge in the 
center of a Warsaw park which 
the Polish government made 
available. 


Task Is to Silence Guns. 


Their task was not to achieve 
a final solution to the problem 
of the two Chinas but to sil- 
ence the guns in the Quemoy 
area off the mainland. 

In Washington, the State De- 
partment said the purpose of 
the discussions was to “bring 
about a situation where use of 
force will not be taken, with- 
out prejudice to either side.” 

Both Wang—who attended 
75 previous meetings on Chin- 
ese-American problems in Gen- 
eva—and Beam appeared calm 
and slightly cheerful when they 
left the conference table yes- 
terday in the gold and white 
room on the second floor of 
the hunting lodge. 

But neither was willing to 
give out any details. The State 
Department said nothing was 
‘likely to be announced in 
Washington during the nego- 
tiations. 

Both ambassadors apparently 
were waiting word from their 
respective governments on the 
next move. 


Reds Note Optimism. ; 


Communist sources, includ- 
ing the official Polish news 
agency P.A.P., said the atmos- 
phere of the talks was “opti- 
mistic.”” They expressed belief 
the Chinese were ready to bar- 
gain seriously on the question 
of Quemoy and Matsu, which 
the Communists claim. Wheth- 
er their terms would be accep- 
table to the United States was 
another question, 

Most Western observers ex- 
pected there would be many 
lengthy meetings in Warsaw.

Three Complaints.

though the money later was de- 
ducted from their checks. 


That he hired at least 18/7 


persons with ‘police records 
from December 1956 through 
February 1958. 

Plaintiffs “are board mem- 
bers Louis H. Antoine, Daniel 
L,. Schlafly and Oscar A. Ehr- 
hardt. Another member, James 
F* Morrell, joined in the origi- 
nal suit but subsequently with- 
drew as a plaintiff after Cir- 
cuit Judge James F. Nangle 
suit on the 
ground of lack of jurisdiction. 
Judge Nangle’s action was sub- 


' sequently .reversed by the St. 


Louis’ Court of Appeals, which 
reinstated the case. 

It is charged in the suit that 
the rehiring of the men when 
they were not needed had re- 
sulted in waste of $24,605 in 
school funds up to the time the 
suit was filed. Fletcher has 
denied that he was forced by 
political pressure to rehire the 
men, He has asserted the serv- 
ices of the employes were 
needed. 

Police Records Checked. 

Comer testified that applica- 
tions for the posts of custodian 
and matrons were generally 
under his control and that he 
checked the police records, if 
any, of the applicants.

Those who left their 
jobs were production workers 
employed in the body and 
paint shops, he said. 

All production workers at

Union. 

The--.company spokesman | 
said the walkout halted plans 
to resume production today at 
the plant, where operations

“Formosa could be de-mili-

Nash continued. “That, in my 
opinion, will be the best solu- 
tion and the Formosans will 
govern themselves.” 

This is believed to be the 
view also of the Australian 
government, but the Austra- 
lians are hesitant about ex-, 
pressing it because of their 
fear of Communist encfoach- 
ment by way of Indonesia. 
President Sukarno of _ that 
country has threatened to take 
West New Guinea from the 
Dutch by force if necessary 
and there are more and more 
indicatiéns of Communist in- 
fluence in the Sukarno govern- 
ment. ; 

The only country in the Far 
East that has declared its sup- 
port for the United States in 
the current China crisis is the 
Philippines.

Formosa’s Future 


The U.N. General Assembly which ns 
today may postpone discussion of the For- 
mosa ‘crisis until the Warsaw talks have 
been given a chance, But thatthe crisis must 
come. up for extensive debate sooner or later 
seems obvious. If the State Department un- 
der Secretary Dulles had any talent for antici- 
pating trouble, it would be preparing for this 
debate by reviewing American policy and re- 
vising it where necessary to obtain the sup- 
port of our allies in that part of the world. 
We can'no more go it alone in Asia than we 
can go it alone anywhere. 

How far we are from our allies was indi- 
cated last week by Prime Minister Nash of 


New Zealand when he proposed, in a speech - 


to Parliament, that Quemoy and Matsu be 
ceded to Communist China, that Formosa be 
demilitarized and turned over to the Formo- 
sans themselves, with the U.N. guaranteeing 
the island’s future neutrality. } 

” ~ * 


That is just about as remote from the Dul- 
les policy as anybody can get, but the Nash 
proposal and others like it ought’to be con- 
sidered thoughtfully by Americans, Our. gov- 
ernment is on sdurfd ground in resolving to 
resist conquest of Formosa proper by armed 
attack, for we rightly oppose the use of force 
in international disputes, such as Formosa. is 
and Quemoy is not. But over the long run, 
mere blind support of the Chiang Kai-shek 


government in Taipeh is not a prudent policy. « 


Militarily, a neutral Formosa might serve 
American interests as well as, or better than, 
a Formosa governed by Nationalist Chinese 
who at any moment eould make a deal with 
Peiping permitting the island to fall to the 
Communists without a shot. The incentives 
for such a deal would be powerful once Chi- 
ang died and his heirs gave up hope of re- 
conquering the mainland. 

Prime Minister Nash’s plan has the virtue 
of reminding the world that the people of 
Formosa may have some rights in Formosa. 
They have been ruled by outsiders for cen- 
turies. Chinese began to settle there in the 
fifteenth century, and the Manchus made the 
island part of China in 1682. The island re- 
mained under Chinese control for more than 
200 years until Japan seized it as spoils of 
war in 1895. The Japanése held it until the 
end of World War II. 

~ 7 ° 

Chiang’s government got hold of Formosa 
because the United States and Britain, in the 
1948 Cairo declaration, pledged that “all the 
territories Japan has stolen from the Chinese, 
such as Manchuria, Formosa and the Pesca- 
dores, shall be restored to the Republic of 
China.” Stalin’s Russia later adhered to the 
Cairo declaration. Consequently when the 
Japanese surrendered, their troops on For- 
mosa surrendered, by common consent, to 
Chiang Kai-shek’s troops, which then repre- 
sented the effective government of China. 
By 1949, however, Chiang had been ousted 
from the mainland by the Communist govern- 
ment, and took haven on Formosa, where his 
troops remained loyal. 

With such a history, the question of who 
has rightful title to Formosa is not an easily 
answered one. The issue was not settled def- 
initely by the U.S.-Japanese treaty nor by our 
government's postwar treaty with Chiang. 
Properly ,and» justly,,it could be settled as 
part of a géneral settlement between the free 
world and the effective government of China. 

If a war over Quemoy can be avoided—and 
every honorable means to avoid it should of 
course be employed—our Government ought 
to make the effort for a long-range Asia 
settlement a major diplomatic objective. 


Two Senators Who Like Trujillo 

One of the world’s smallest but tightest 
dictatorships is the Dominican Republic. The 
owner-operator is Rafael Trujillo, who styles 


himself generalissimo, chief and benefactor. 


What he wants he gets in his country. And 
there is evidence that he sometimes gets what 
he wants outside the “republic.” Item: the 
mysterious disappearance of Dr. Jesus de Ga- 
lindez, a Trujillo critic, from New York on the 
night of March 12, 1956. 

Yet two United States Senators, James 0. 
Eastland of Mississippi and William E. Jenner 
of Indiana, this week stopped off on the island 
and praised the dictator in warm terms in 
addresses before the Dominican Legislature. 
Senator Jenner said, “I can appreciate how 
happy and how lucky you have been with 
the Generalissimo.” Senator ‘Eastland said: 
“Thank God for your country and for your 
leadership for freedom, for capitalism and for 
free enterprise.” 

These statements are not surprising at all 
in light of what Americans know of both 
Senators. It is too bad that they are pevenad 
about at the taxpayers’ expense On a 80-calle 
good-will tour of the Caribbean. Their re- 
marks can only earn us ill-will in every coun- 
try that is a democracy or has any hope of 
becoming one. 


Brownell Left It Behind 


One of the worst things Herbert Brownell 
Jr. did when he was Attorney General was 
to go before the American Bar Association 
convention in Boston, Aug. 27, 1953, and de- 


nounce the rival National Lawyers Guild as - 


harmful to the national security and declare 
his intent to list it on the Department of Jus: 
tice’s roll of subversive organisations. 

But Mr, Brownell never got the National 
Lawyers Guild blacklisted. The libeled or 
ganization went to court at once and sued the 
Attorney General to keep him from carrying 
out his intention. That began a legal battle 
which lasted five years. - 

Last Friday, with no fanfare such as at- 
tended Mr. Brownell’s 1953 speech before the 
A.B.A,, it all came to an end. The Justice 
Department went into federal district court 
in Washington, where the Lawyers Guild’s 
suit was still pending, and asked that it be 
dismissed. The Justice Department said the 
suit was moot. The reason it was moot Was 
that the suit no longer had any purpose. 
And the feason it had nO more purpose was 
that the Attorney General was abandon- 
ing his effort to blacklist the Lawyers Guild 
as subversive. 

_ The Justice Department did not issue any 
public. statement, but it had to make an ex- 
planation to the district court. And so it said 
that a “comprehensive analysis of the case” 
concluded that evidence now available for a 
hearing “fails to meet the strict standards of 
proof” that must be applied. With that the 
Justice Department swallowed hard and 
closed the books on a Brownell performance 
that ranked with his resort to the “numbers

Support for Nuclear Control 


Strong and timely backing for a curb on 
nuclear test explosions has been supplied by 
the Senate subcommittee on disarmament. 
That the backing comes unanimously from a 
committee of 12, evenly divided between 
Democrats and Republicans, gives it added 
weight. This is a good earnest to take to 
the Geneva conference of the United States, 
Great Britain and Soviet Russia Oct. 31. 

As the subcommittee, headed by Senator 
Humphrey. of Minnesota, pointed out, some 
arrangement will have to be made to bring 
Communist China into the inspection plan if 
the controls are to be fully meaningful. The 
subcommittee with still further hard-headed 
realism observed that curbing nuclear tests 
would not be disarmament, and therefore 
should be considered but a first step toward 
that goal. But both as a first step and as a 
thing in itself, an international agreement— 
strictly enforced—to stop poisoning the air 
on which all living depend for life, is as 
worth while as survival. 


Honor Roll on Quemoy | 


The kind of crisis now revolving abou 
Quemoy was foreseen by some Senators when 
the Formosa resolution was being debated in 
1955. As a review by Congressional Quarterly 
— us, there was a good deal of opposi- 
tioff to that part of the resolution which gave 
President Eisenhower authority to protect 
“such related positions and territories .. . as 
he judges to be required or appropriate in 
securing the defense of Formosa and the 
Peseadores.” 

Senator Lehman of New York, since re 
tired, crystallized this opposition by offering 
an amendment to limit the resolution to For- 
mosa and the Pescadores. Had he and his 
supporters. prevailed, there might be no Que- 
moy crisis today.

IN FRANCE: ONE 
NLLED, 9 HURT 


PARIS, Sept. 16 (UPI) — 
A civilian worker was killed 
and five other persons—three 
soldiers and two. civilians — 
were injured today when Al- 
gerian extremists bombed an 
army camp outside Marseille. 

An attempt also was made to 


‘bomb a dockside factory - in 
Le Havre but the explosive 


failed to go off properly and 
damage was slight.” 

Another sabotage attempt in 
Marseille was foiled early to- 


depot spotted several Algerians 


‘on the grounds and routed 


them with a burst of rifle 
fire. 


A 2l-year-old soldier was 
shot and wounded in a Paris 
suburb last night by two Al- 
gerians who escaped on motor- 
cycles. 


Four Algerians tossed 
bottle of gasoline at a Selle 
station in a Versailles suburb | 
today and’ fled in a fast car. 

The terrorist incidents fol- | 
lowed an attempt to assassi- 
nate Information Minister 
Jacques Soustelle in downtown 
Paris yesterday. 


Soustelle, wearing an ad- 
hesive patch on his forehead, 
ealled on Premier De Gaulle 
today. The minister, who ad- 
vocates a tough policy toward 
Algerian nationalists, was cut 
on the forehead by shattered 
glass as he ducked machine- 
gun fire directed at his car. 


A passerby was killed in the 
shooting and one of the Al- 
gerian gunmen and four pass- 
ersby were wounded. Two of 
the attackers were caught. One 
of the prisoners, identified as 
Mouloud Ouragi, told police he 
was ordered to participate in 
the attack “by one night. my su- 
periors” Saturday ni 

The terror campaign is de- 
signed to defeat De Gaulle’s 
strong-man constitution in the 
Sept. 28 referendum. It makes 
no provision for Algerian in- 
dependence. The Communists 
fear the new constitution will 
permit the government to out- 
law their party.
